The T/N is easy to install because there is no 
wall tan\ . . . Only two connections to mal^e 



TN roughing, 12" from wall to center of 
outlet is minimum measurement. We 
recommend 14" roughing which gives more 
space behind fixture for cleaning purposes. 
The fixture, however, can be roughed at any 
measurement, 12" or greater from wall to 
center of outlet. In roughing further than 
12" from the wall consideration should be 
given measurement from wall to center of 
supply pipe. 

Water supply can come from either floor 
or wall. When installing, it is well to know 
that variation in the earthenware may cause 
the measurements to differ from standard by 
plus or minus one-quarter of an inch.
